Aga of the Janiſſaries; ; who was ſoon after com- 
manded to go to the Befence of Afoph, which was 
beſieged by the Ruſſians. 

The Aga, being a Man of great Gallantry, car- 
ried all his Seraglio along with him; and put us in 
a ſmall Fort, on the Palus Metis, urider the 
Guard of two black Funuchs and twenty Soldiers. 
At firſt we killed vaſt Numbers of the Ruſſians, but 
they returned the Favour with Intereſt. A/oph 
was put to Fire and Sword, without Regard to 
Age or Sex. Our little Fort was all that ſtocd 
out, which the Enemy was reſolved to reduce by 
Famine. The twenty Janiſſaries had taken an 
Oath that they would never ſurrender. But they 
were at laſt reduced to ſuch. Extremities by 
Famine, that they were obliged to eat our two 
Eunuchs, rather than break their Oath ; and a 
few Days afterwards they determined to eat the 
Women. 

We had an Iman amongſt us; who was a ve 
religious, fender-bearted Man; he preached them 
a fine Sermon, wherein he diſſuaded them from 
| killing us at once. Cut off only one of the Buttacks | 

of theſe Ladies, ſays he; and you'll have Meat 
enough ; by this Means you may cut and come again; 
if you ſhould want Meat afterwards, you know | 
where to have it, and can have as much as you had 
before : If you do this, Heaven certainly will bleſs | 
you for being ſo charitable, and will certainly fend 
you Succour. As he had a good Tongue of his 
own, he eaſily prevailed on them. They per- 
formed this horrible Operation upon us; and the 
Iman applied the ſame Salve they dreſs the Chil 
dren with after they are circumciſed. We were 
all ready- to die, 9 
They 
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They had ſcarce finiſhed the Entertainment, 
vhich we had furniſhed them with, when the R 
Jan, came in flat-bottom'd Boats, and left not a 
ſingle Man of all the Janiſſaries. They gave them- 
ſelves no Concern about our Condition: But as no 
Country is without French Surgeons, one of them, 
2X who was a Perſon of great Skill in his Profeſſion, 
took us under his Care, and cured us: I ſhallnever 
forget it, to my dying Day. When my Wounds 


were pretty well healed, he made Propoſals to me. 


To be ſhort, he bid us all comfort ourſelves ; and 
aſſured us, that it was a Misfortune which had hap- 
pened in a great many Sieges, and was one of the 
Rights of War. | oa, | 
As ſoon as my Companions were able to walk, 
they were obliged to go to Moſcow: For my Part, 
I fell to the Lot of a Boyard, who made me work 
in his Garden, and gave me an hundred Laſhes 
every Day: But his Lordſhip being broke on the 
I Wheel, about two Vears after wards, together with | 
thirty more Boyards, for Reaſons of State; I made 
the beſt of a bad Market, and packt up my Awls: I 
paſſed through Ruſ/ia, and became a Servant-Maid 
at a Public-Houſe at Riga for ſome Time, and 
after that at Roftock, Viſmar, Leipfick, Caſſel, U- 
trecbi, Leyden, the Hague, and Rotterdam. I have 
thus lived in a State of Miſery and Reproach, hav- 
ing but Half of my Backſide; often recollecting 
that I was a Pope's Daughter. I have had a great 
Mind to make away with myſelf, an hundred times 
over; but yet, I am fond of Life after all. This 
ridiculous Weakneſs, may poſſibly be one of the 
worſt Principles interwoven in our Conſtitution. 
For can any thing be more ſtupid, than to be de- 
ſirous of carrying a Burthen, which one has con- 
oy tinually 
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tinually a Mind to fling down on the Ground? To 
dread Exiſtence, and at the ſame Time to preſerve 
it? In a Word, to give our Carcaſſes to a Serpent, 
which will prey on us till. it has devoured our very

In the Countries J paſſed through, and in the 
Publick-Houſes I was Servant in, I met with a vaſt. 
Number of Perſons, who looked upon their Being 
as a Curſe ; but I never knew more than eight that 
voluntarily put an End to their Miſery: They 
were three Negroes, four Engliſhmen, and a German 
Profeſſor, named Roberk.
